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(i) protect the privacy and due process1

rights of individuals; and2

(ii) ensure that only accurate informa-3

tion is collected, reviewed, gathered, ana-4

lyzed, or used.5

(G) Any necessary classified information in6

an annex that shall be available to the Com-7

mittee on Homeland Security and Governmental8

Affairs, the Committee on the Judiciary, and the9

Committee on Appropriations of the Senate and10

the Committee on Homeland Security, the Com-11

mittee on the Judiciary, and the Committee on12

Appropriations of the House of Representatives.13

onment that is twice the maximum term of imprisonment14

SEC. 557. Notwithstanding any other provision of law,14

the Secretary of Homeland Security shall provide personnel15

and equipment to improve national security by inspecting16

international shipments of municipal solid waste, and shall17

levy a fee limited to the approximate cost of such inspec-18

tions.19

SEC. 558. (a) Not later than 6 months after the date20

tablished by section 44944(a) of title 49, United States21

Code.22

(b)(1) Not more than 90 days after the date of the en-23

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‘‘(B) preparedness, by planning, training,1

and building the emergency preparedness and re-2

sponse workforce to prepare effectively for, miti-3

gate against, respond to, and recover from any4

hazard;5

‘‘(C) response, by conducting emergency op-6

erations to save lives and property through posi-7

tioning emergency equipment, personnel, and8

supplies, through evacuating potential victims,9

through providing food, water, shelter, and med-10

ical care to those in need, and through restoring11

critical public services;12

‘‘(D) recovery, by rebuilding communities so13

individuals, businesses, and governments can14

function on their own, return to normal life, and15

protect against future hazards; and16

‘‘(E) critical infrastructure protection, by17

establishing an inventory of, and protections for,18

public and private sector critical infrastructure,19

including cyber and communications assets;20

‘‘(2) increasing efficiencies, by coordinating ef-21

forts relating to mitigation, preparedness, response,22

recovery, and infrastructure protection;23
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‘‘(3) helping to ensure the effectiveness of emer-1

gency response providers in responding to a natural2

or man-made disaster;3

‘‘(4) providing the Federal Government’s re-4

sponse to a natural or man-made disaster,5

including—6

‘‘(A) managing such response;7

‘‘(B) directing the Domestic Emergency8

Support Team, the National Disaster Medical9

System, and (when operating as an organiza-10

tional unit of the Department under this title)11

the Nuclear Incident Response Team;12

‘‘(C) overseeing the Metropolitan Medical13

Response System; and14

‘‘(D) coordinating other Federal response15

resources, including requiring deployment of the16

Strategic National Stockpile, in the event of a17

natural or man-made disaster;18

‘‘(5) working with Federal, State, and local gov-19

ernment personnel, agencies, and authorities to build20

a comprehensive national incident management sys-21

tem to respond to a natural or man-made disaster;22

‘‘(6) with respect to the Nuclear Incident Re-23

sponse Team (regardless of whether it is operating as24
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an organizational unit of the Department under this1

title)—2

‘‘(A) establishing standards and certifying3

when those standards have been met;4

‘‘(B) conducting joint and other exercises5

and training and evaluating performance; and6

‘‘(C) providing funds to the Department of7

Energy and the Environmental Protection Agen-8

cy, as appropriate, for homeland security plan-9

ning, exercises and training, and equipment;10

‘‘(7) helping to ensure that emergency response11

providers acquire interoperable and sustainable tech-12

nology;13

‘‘(8) assisting the President in carrying out the14

functions under the Robert T. Stafford Disaster Relief15

and Emergency Assistance Act (42 U.S.C. 5121 et16

seq.);17

‘‘(9) administering homeland security emergency18

management, first responder, and other preparedness19

grants;20

‘‘(10) administering and implementing the Na-21

tional Response Plan, including monitoring, evalu-22

ating, and ensuring the readiness of each emergency23

support function under the National Response Plan;24
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‘‘(11) coordinating with the National Advisory1

Council;2

‘‘(12) ensuring the protection of critical infra-3

structure by—4

‘‘(A) carrying out the responsibilities under5

paragraphs (2) through (6) of section 201(d);6

‘‘(B) helping ensure the protection and re-7

siliency of key resources and critical infrastruc-8

ture, including cyber infrastructure, against a9

natural or man-made disaster; and10

‘‘(C) planning for, assisting with, and fa-11

cilitating, the restoration of key resources and12

critical infrastructure, including cyber infra-13

structure, in the event of a natural or man-made14

disaster;15

‘‘(13) establishing in each Regional Office a Re-16

gional Advisory Council on Preparedness and Re-17

sponse, to advise the Regional Administrator of that18

Regional Office on emergency preparedness and re-19

sponse issues specific to the region; and20

‘‘(14) otherwise carrying out the mission of the21

Authority as described in section 502(b).22

‘‘(b) ADDITIONAL RESPONSIBILITIES RELATED TO23

CATASTROPHIC INCIDENTS.—24

‘‘(c) ALL-HAZARDS-PLUS APPROACH.—In carrying5

out this section, the Administrator shall implement an all-6

hazards-plus strategy that places priority on building those7

common capabilities necessary to prepare for, respond to,8

recover from, and mitigate the risks of terrorist attacks and9

natural disasters, while also building the unique capabili-10

ties necessary to prepare for, respond to, recover from, and11

mitigate the risks of specific types of incidents that pose12

the greatest risk to the Nation.13

‘‘SEC. 504. AUTHORITY COMPONENTS.14

‘‘There are transferred to the Authority the following:15

‘‘(2) LOCATION OF MEMBERS.—The members of2

each Regional Office strike team, including represent-3

atives from agencies other than the Department, shall4

be based primarily at the Regional Office that cor-5

responds to that strike team.6

the Department of Veterans Affairs, and other Federal26
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departments or agencies, on medical and public1

health issues;2

‘‘(5) serving as the Department’s primary point3

of contact for State and local government, the medical4

community, and others within and outside the De-5

partment, with respect to medical and public health6

matters;7

‘‘(6) discharging, in coordination with the Under8

Secretary for Science and Technology, the responsibil-9

ities of the Department related to Project Bioshield;10

‘‘(7) establishing doctrine and priorities for the11

National Disaster Medical System, consistent with the12

National Response Plan and the National Incident13

Management System, supervising its medical compo-14

nents, and exercising predeployment operational con-15

trol, including—16

‘‘(A) determining composition of the teams;17

‘‘(B) overseeing credentialing of the teams;18

and19

‘‘(C) training personnel of the teams;20

‘‘(8) establishing doctrine and priorities for the21

Metropolitan Medical Response System, consistent22

with the National Response Plan and the National23

Incident Management System;24
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‘‘(9) managing the Metropolitan Medical Re-1

sponse System, including developing and overseeing2

standards, plans, training, and exercises and coordi-3

nating with the Office of Grants and Training on the4

use and distribution of Metropolitan Medical Re-5

sponse grants;6

‘‘(10) assessing and monitoring long-term health7

issues of emergency managers and emergency response8

providers;9

‘‘(11) developing and updating, in consultation10

with the Secretary of Health and Human Services,11

guidelines for State and local governments for med-12

ical response plans for chemical, biological, radio-13

logical, nuclear, or explosive weapon attacks;14

‘‘(12) developing, in consultation with the Sec-15

retary of Health and Human Services, appropriate16

patient tracking capabilities to execute domestic pa-17

tient movement and evacuations, including a system18

that has the capacity of electronically maintaining19

and transmitting the health information of hospital20

patients;21

‘‘(13) establishing and providing oversight for22

the Department’s occupational health and safety pro-23

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‘‘(14) performing such other duties relating to1

such responsibilities as the Secretary or the Adminis-2

trator may require.3

‘‘(d) LONG-TERM HEALTH ASSESSMENT PROGRAM.—4

‘‘(2) technical assessments on a comparative3

basis of system component performance across makes4

and models under controlled conditions; and5

TITLE IX8

BORDER LAW ENFORCEMENT RELIEF ACT9

SEC. 901. SHORT TITLE.10

This title may be cited as the ‘‘Border Law Enforce-11

ment Relief Act of 2006’’.12

SEC. 902. FINDINGS.13

Congress finds the following:14

(1) It is the obligation of the Federal Govern-15

ment of the United States to adequately secure the16

Nation’s borders and prevent the flow of undocu-17

mented persons and illegal drugs into the United18

States.19
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(2) Despite the fact that the United States Bor-1

der Patrol apprehends over 1,000,000 people each2

year trying to illegally enter the United States, ac-3

cording to the Congressional Research Service, the net4

growth in the number of unauthorized aliens has in-5

creased by approximately 500,000 each year. The6

Southwest border accounts for approximately 94 per-7

cent of all migrant apprehensions each year. Cur-8

rently, there are an estimated 11,000,000 unauthor-9

ized aliens in the United States.10

(3) The border region is also a major corridor11

for the shipment of drugs. According to the El Paso12

Intelligence Center, 65 percent of the narcotics that13

are sold in the markets of the United States enter the14

country through the Southwest Border.15

(4) Border communities continue to incur sig-16

nificant costs due to the lack of adequate border secu-17

rity. A 2001 study by the United States-Mexico Bor-18

der Counties Coalition found that law enforcement19

and criminal justice expenses associated with illegal20

immigration exceed $89,000,000 annually for the21

Southwest border counties.22

(5) In August 2005, the States of New Mexico23

and Arizona declared states of emergency in order to24

provide local law enforcement immediate assistance25
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in addressing criminal activity along the Southwest1

border.2

(6) While the Federal Government provides3

States and localities assistance in covering costs re-4

lated to the detention of certain criminal aliens and5

the prosecution of Federal drug cases, local law en-6

forcement along the border are provided no assistance7

in covering such expenses and must use their limited8

resources to combat drug trafficking, human smug-9

gling, kidnappings, the destruction of private prop-10

erty, and other border-related crimes.11

(7) The United States shares 5,525 miles of bor-12

der with Canada and 1,989 miles with Mexico. Many13

of the local law enforcement agencies located along the14

border are small, rural departments charged with pa-15

trolling large areas of land. Counties along the South-16

west United States-Mexico border are some of the17

poorest in the country and lack the financial re-18

sources to cover the additional costs associated with19

illegal immigration, drug trafficking, and other bor-20

der-related crimes.21

(8) Federal assistance is required to help local22

law enforcement operating along the border address23

the unique challenges that arise as a result of their24
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proximity to an international border and the lack of1

overall border security in the region.2

SEC. 903. BORDER RELIEF GRANT PROGRAM. (a)3

GRANTS AUTHORIZED.—4

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary is authorized to5

award grants, subject to the availability of appro-6

priations, to an eligible law enforcement agency to7

provide assistance to such agency to address—8

(A) criminal activity that occurs in the ju-9

risdiction of such agency by virtue of such agen-10

cy’s proximity to the United States border; and11

(B) the impact of any lack of security along12

the United States border.13

(2) DURATION.—Grants may be awarded under14

this subsection during fiscal years 2007 through 2011.15

(3) COMPETITIVE BASIS.—The Secretary shall16

award grants under this subsection on a competitive17

basis, except that the Secretary shall give priority to18

applications from any eligible law enforcement agen-19

cy serving a community—20

(A) with a population of less than 50,000;21

and22

(B) located no more than 100 miles from a23

United States border with—24

(i) Canada; or25
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(ii) Mexico.1

(b) USE OF FUNDS.—Grants awarded pursuant to2

subsection (a) may only be used to provide additional re-3

sources for an eligible law enforcement agency to address4

criminal activity occurring along any such border,5

including—6

(1) to obtain equipment;7

(2) to hire additional personnel;8

(3) to upgrade and maintain law enforcement9

technology;10

(4) to cover operational costs, including overtime11

and transportation costs; and12

(5) such other resources as are available to assist13

that agency.14

(c) APPLICATION.—15

(1) IN GENERAL.—Each eligible law enforcement16

agency seeking a grant under this section shall submit17

an application to the Secretary at such time, in such18

manner, and accompanied by such information as the19

Secretary may reasonably require.20

(2) CONTENTS.—Each application submitted21

pursuant to paragraph (1) shall—22

(A) describe the activities for which assist-23

ance under this section is sought; and24
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(B) provide such additional assurances as1

the Secretary determines to be essential to ensure2

compliance with the requirements of this section.3

(d) DEFINITIONS.—For the purposes of this section:4

(1) ELIGIBLE LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY.—The5

term ‘‘eligible law enforcement agency’’ means a trib-6

al, State, or local law enforcement agency—7

(A) located in a county no more than 1008

miles from a United States border with—9

(i) Canada; or10

(ii) Mexico; or11

(B) located in a county more than 10012

miles from any such border, but where such13

county has been certified by the Secretary as a14

High Impact Area.15

(2) HIGH IMPACT AREA.—The term ‘‘High Im-16

pact Area’’ means any county designated by the Sec-17

retary as such, taking into consideration—18

(A) whether local law enforcement agencies19

in that county have the resources to protect the20

lives, property, safety, or welfare of the residents21

of that county;22

(B) the relationship between any lack of se-23

curity along the United States border and the24
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rise, if any, of criminal activity in that county;1

and2

(C) any other unique challenges that local3

law enforcement face due to a lack of security4

along the United States border.5

(3) SECRETARY.—The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means6

the Secretary of the Department of Homeland Secu-7

rity.8

(e) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—9

(1) IN GENERAL.—There are authorized to be ap-10

propriated $50,000,000 for each of fiscal years 200711

through 2011 to carry out the provisions of this sec-12

tion.13

(2) DIVISION OF AUTHORIZED FUNDS.—Of the14

amounts authorized under paragraph (1)—15

(A) 2⁄3 shall be set aside for eligible law en-16

forcement agencies located in the 6 States with17

the largest number of undocumented alien appre-18

hensions; and19

(B) 1⁄3 shall be set aside for areas des-20

ignated as a High Impact Area under subsection21

(d).22

(f) SUPPLEMENT NOT SUPPLANT.—Amounts appro-23

priated for grants under this section shall be used to supple-24
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ment and not supplant other State and local public funds1

obligated for the purposes provided under this title.2

SEC. 904. ENFORCEMENT OF FEDERAL IMMIGRATION3

LAW.4

Nothing in this title shall be construed to authorize5

State or local law enforcement agencies or their officers to6

exercise Federal immigration law enforcement authority.7

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Department of Home-8

land Security Appropriations Act, 2007’’.9
